The average annual percentage of increase in the number of L2th grade 
pupils from 1021 to 1020 was used in estimating the annual increase from 
1926 to 193L Tliig is considered a conservative basis fur such estimate. 


In the columns showing the number of pupils in high school ami the 
number In 12th grade the figures were taken from the annual reports of 
the county superintendents to the state superintendent. Presumably 
these reports are complete with regard to the number of pupils doing 
high school work each year in Florida. 

If approximately U\ per cent of Florida's high school graduates enter 
college (Report of Committee on Dean's Report, 1925-26 Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools of the Southern States) it can be readily 
seen what the approximate number of students entering the State’s insti¬ 


tutions of higher learning will be during each of the next few years. 
From this and the foregoing table, it is quite evident that the attend- 
ance of our Institutions is going to increase in the near future rapidly and 
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we must increase our teaching force anil all other facilities very tiuile 
rialiy it we are to provide College advantages for the young men and 
young women of the State, 

The enrollment has not been what the foregoing tables indicate it 
should have been, the reason for this being our lack of teachers and 
facilities for taking care of more students. We submit the following 
tabic showing wit at enrollment our facilities will permit for the next 
Biennium. 

The following table shows the attendance and estimated attendance 
since 19E0-21 for each Institution. After the year 1925-26, the figures are 
estimates made by the Presidents based on past experience and ((thing 
into necDiint the probable facilities available.
